DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: 

• Species I drawn to generating defects as depicted by figure 2 and defined by 
claims 1,4-12, 16-18, 27-28, 31-32, 35-36 and 81-87. 

• Species II drawn to luminance signal depicted by figure 1 6 defined by claims 1 9 
and 21-33. 

• Species III drawn to optical condition as depicted by figure 8 defined by claims 
37-38, 40-52 and 88. 

• Species IV drawn to flat portion extraction by figure 15 defined by claims 54-62, 
64, 66-79 and 89. 

The species are distinct because they are directed to related inventions. That is, 
each of image characteristics is related by the disclosure as being used together in 
image processing. The related inventions are distinct if the inventions as claimed do not 
overlap in scope, i.e., are mutually exclusive; the inventions are claimed are not obvious 
variants; and the inventions as claimed are either not capable of use together or can

have material different design, mode of operation, function or effect. See MPEP § 
806.05 (j). In the instant case, species l-ll-lll-IV as defined by claims do not overlap in 
scope, they are mutually exclusive, and have materially different designs modes of 
operation (i.e. generating defects, luminance signal, optical condition and flat portion 
extraction). 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, there are no generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim 
is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless 
accompanied by an election.
